Congressmen Talk of More Pay. 

The American provisional governor Charles 
E. Magoon, has done all that it was possible 
for him to do to prevent a recurrence of this 
gtate of affairs by decreeing that congrese- 
men who do not attend the sessions shall not 
receive pay and providing limitations to the 
pecuring by them of leave ofabsence. These 
rules, however, already have been declared 


and an attempt undoubtedly soon will be 
made to repeal or amend them. 

The congressmen also are even now dis- 
cussing an increase in their salaries, fram 
$300 to $400 a month, although the Cuban 
constitution, like that of the United States, 
declares that an increase in salaries shall be 
effective. only im succeeding congresses to 
that amending the law. 

The Liberal party, which claims to be the 
party of the common people, goes into power 
as the result of an almost unanimous ballot, 
its overwhelming success at the polls being 
one of the principal foundations for the belief 
that Cuba is about to enter intoa period of

Gost of the-newapapers say the majority 
of the people are deeply humiMated that 
intervention in the island affairs became 
necessary and urge the politicians of all 
parties to remember the mistakes or the | 
past and to do nothing thet would meke 
apother and longer intervention possible. 

Maj. Gen. José Miguel Gomez, soldier, 
statesman, and veteran of the revolution 
against Spain in 1895-'98, the new presidexi, 
has magnanimously decreed that although 
the conservative party vote in the recent 
election was almost nothing, that party shell 
have thirty per cent of the appointive offices. 

Gomez’s inauguration will take place at the 
palace and will be attended by diplomatic 
representatives and special envoys from all 
countries. Several American warships are 
expected to be in the harbor and they un- 
doubtedly will fire a national salute, but 
neither United States sailors nor soldters 
remaining on the island will participate in 
the inaugural! parade, as their presence might 
detract from the pride of the people in the 
return of native sovereignty. 


American Soldiers Did Good Work. 


Perhaps the two regiments of American 
soldiers,; which will leavel the island during 
February, will participate in the inaugural 
parade at Washington on March 4 and share 
the applause and cheers with several thou- 
sand biuejackets of the returning battleship 
fieet, who also will be in that parade. 

These soldiers have done notable service 
on the island as members of the army of 
Cuban pacification commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Thomas H. Barry, although not a single hos- 
tile shot has been fired. ; 

Reconnoissance parties have covered the 
island from ené to end, making detailed maps 
of every square mile and gathering complete 
military information. They have practice 
marched and carried on much the same work 
as if on home station, and also have devoted 
considerable time to the instruction of the 
rural guard and the newly recruited Cuban 
artillery, cavalry, and infantry. 

The headquarters of the army of pacifica- 
tion has been at Camp Columbia, several 
miles outside of Hevana. This camp, in 
beauty of location, surroundings, and in the 
permanence, comfort, and convenience of the 
buildings, surpasses many posts in the United 
States. It is now being rapidly depopulated 
and soon will be the haven of squatters. 


Friction Over the Speakership. 

The last of the marines, who have done 
splendid work, leave this week for home. 
The troops will go out gradually until April 
1, when the evacuation will be complete, save 
for a permanent force at the American neval 
station at Guantanamo. 

Few, if any, Cubans who served as higher 
officials of the various governmental de- 
partments during the period of American in- 
tervention, will be retained by the incoming 
administration, which will undoubtedly cause 
some confusion at first. i 

Congress this week will perfect its organ- 
igation. It will canvass the electoral vote, 
proclaim José Miguel Gomez president, and 
Alfredo Zayas vice president, and then ad- 
journ untfl inauguration day. Some friction 
among the Libera! leaders of the house has 
Geveloped over the speakership, and it may 
be that there will be some lively sessions 
before the matter is settled. '

“I believe in democracy,” he said, “in 
brotherhood, in humanity. I believe that 
the voice of the people comes as near being 
the voice of God as any voice that speaks 
in these days. Democracy means that every 
person in the land should have his vote. 
Wein America heve not democracy; we have, 
after centuries of striving, achieved politi- 
cal liberty for men. I hope to see the day 
when we will have political liberty for 
women. More than that, I hope to see the 
time when’ there shall be economic liberty 
for both meh and women. 

Certain Rights Elemental. 

“There are certain rights which are ele- 
mental. The right to vote is one of these. 
Men vote because they are men. Women 
should vote because they are women. Not

The men 
who tell us this are usually the kind who 
don’t know what their political principles a.¢ 
until the committee on resolutions has re- 
ported. They are the kind of men who in my 
state had printed on the ballots as party em- 
blems, birds, birds of prey, so that a voter 
didn’t even have to know how to read, he 
simply knew what bird he belonged to and 
put his nfurk under that bird. . 


Influence on Men’s Votes. 

"We are told that women influence the 
votes of men. L-ell you that no one is ever 
influenced by the vote of a person econom- 
ically dependenton him. Thatis why it is so 
necessary that to have true democracy 
women must be économically as well as polit- 
ically free. 

“It is said that women are too emotiona) 
to exercise the franchise. Think of the men 
who shout themselves hoarse over the clap- 
trap of party slogans and vote for street car 
companies thinking they*are voting for Lin- 
colm or Jefferson. This is the kind of emo- 
tionalism that we can dispense with. 

“The influence of women in the home is 
made much of by some men oppoged to suf- 
frage forthem,. I have found in a wide and 
varied experience that this argument is 
usually put forward by men who never go 
home until all the other places are closed.” 

Mayor Whitlock also made a strong plea 
for home rulé for cities, declaring that they 
never could realize their destiny until they 
were allowed to regulate all local matters 
unhampered by legislatures. 

Plans for a vigorous iegislative campaign 
were outlined by Mrs. Catherine Waugh Mc- 
Culloch, whe announced that §1,000 wag 
needed to carry out the program, and a col- 
lection was taken up. One hundred and 
twenty-eight dollars was realized. 


Woman’s Duty to Society. 

Leslie Willis Sprague of Brooklyn ad- 
dressed the Society’of Ethical Culture in the 
morning at Handel hall. 

“JT am tired of this cry of ‘ woman’s 
rights," "’ said he. “ It is good in a way, but 
more strese should be laid on woman’s duty 
to society and less ‘on abstract conceptions 
of her rights.

On the next morning Smelser called up 
the Seeley residence on the telephone and got 
no answer. That evening he went to the

Seeley home this morning, effected entrance, 
and a search revealed the bodies kneeling 
with the heads submerged in the tub.

GUGGENHEIM SUBD BY WOMAN 


Mystery in Action Against the 
Youngest of 7 Brothers. 


Plaintiff of Same Name as Ex-Wife 
‘Who Got Divorce Here. 


New York, Jan. 17.~[Special]—Set for 
trial tomorrow before Justice Gerard in part 
I, special term, Supreme court, is-a suit 
brought by Grace B. Guggenheim against 
William Guggenheim. It is the result, it is 
said, of remarkable disclosures. 

William Guggenheim is the yeungest of 
the seven famous Guggenheim brothers who 
control the silver output of the United 
States and Mexico and are the largest owners 
of silver minés in the world. 

Mystery surrounds the suit. No light 
would be thrown on it by any of the Guggen- 
heims or by any of the lawyers who repre- 
gent the Guggenheim interests and business 
affairs. The whereabouts of the plaintiff, 
Grace B. Guggenheim, could not be learned. 
A friend of the family declared that its 
members did not include anybody named 
Grace B. Guggenheim. 

Divorce Granted in Chicago 

William Guggenheim lives with hie wife 
at 883 Fifth avenue. They were married on 
Oct. 17, 1904, and have one child. Mra. Gug- 
genheim was Miss Aimee Lillian Steinberger. 
Their home adjoins that of Frank J. Gould. 

Mr. Guggenheim had been married before. 


On Nov. 29, 1900, he was married in Hoboken, 


N. J., toa young woman who a month or 60 
later brought suit for divorce im the Chicago 
courte against him under the name of Grace 
B. Guggenheim. On March 23, 1901, a de- 
cree of divorce was granted fo Mrs. Guggen- 


heim, she being awarded $500 a month ali- | 


mony and $1,000 for fees to her lawyers. 
Later it was said ‘she was remarried, but 
since separated from her second husband. 
The Grace B. Guggenheim who brought the 
Chicago divorce lived at the Hotel Waldorf 
in an expensive sulte at the time of her mar- 
riage in Hoboken. She then was described 
ag a biondé, tall and of robust figure and 
exceptionally handsome. She then appeared 
to be about 30 years old. It generally was 
supposed she had been married prior to the 
Hoboken marriege to Mr. Guggenhetm.

Mr. Taft was introduced to the negro Y. M.

Taft remarked: 

“It is possible we will be charged with hav- 
ing filched that money from the public treas- 
ury. But if we have, we haye accomplished 
a good work with it. I think also the expen- 
diture could be defended on strictly legal 
grounds. We have entered the isthmus of 
Panama, and introduced there some 50,000 
souls.

American Body of National Authority 


Proposed in Response to Institute of 
Architects’ Plea. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—Responsive to 
the plea that the fine arts have been denied 


‘that governmental consideration accorded 


by other nations President Roosevelt —as 
asked the American Institute of Architects 
to designate thirty men, representing all 
parts of the country, to compose a council 
of the fine arts. 

Thé counci) is to consist of architects, 
painters, sculptors, and laymen. The super- 
vising architect’of the ury is to be 
the executive head. Its object will be to ad- 
vise upon the cheracter and design of all 
public works of architecture, paintings, and 
sculpture, all monuments, parks, bridges, 
and other works of which the art of dezign 
forms an integral part, and to make sugges- 
tions and recommendations for the conserva- 
tion of all historic monuments. 

The president will Immediately cail upon 
the council for a report ae to the character 
and location of the Lincoln memorial. After 
thanking the institute for its ‘‘ wise and pa- 
triotic action "’ the president says: “It will 
secure to the American public what its litera]- 
ly priceless advice from the best men in the 
several artistic professions throughout the 
country.” 

In presenting ite recommendations the 
committee presented a striking contrast of 
conditions in the early days of the repub- 
lic when trained experts in the arts were 
sought in, the work of building the national

Local lawyers are discussing the case with 
interest and already sharp differences of 
opinion appear ae to the right of the United 
States government to prosecute a criminal 
ltbel pfoeceeding againet either an individual 
or a ‘newspaper, which is after all the bone 
of contention, for there can be no question 
of the right of an individual to bring such 
an action. It is pointed of that the Supreme 
cotrt is on record in the Goodwin case as 
denying the power of a United States Cir- 


libel case. 

On the other hand, while it is admitted 
that there is no statutory law warranting 
such an action by the government, fit cer- 
tainly does enjoy. such.a right under the 
common law, as an absolutely necessary 
measure of power to protect the exietence 
of the governmenm.

PRESIDENT AT CHURCH EVENT. 


Methodism in Africa Cele- 
brated. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—With Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt and Ambassador 
Bryce among its assemblage there was in- 
augurated today in the Foundry Methodist 
Dpiscopal church, this city, the diamond 
jubilee celebration of the establishment of 
the Methodist Episcopal church in Africa. 

Bishop Joseph C. Hartgell, one of the two 
bishops now stationed in Africa, opened the 
commemorative exercises, which it is ex- 
pected will be extended throughout the 
country. 

“Why, in the march of civilization west- 
ward, were Europe and America civilized and 
Africa passed by?’’ Bishop Hartzell asked. 
“The answer is that Africa is the continent 
of the black races, and the time had not 
come for them!to have'their chance. Burepe 
and America are the home of the white man 
and upon this continent his destiny is to be 
worked out and his relation to the world 
solved. While the black races may scatter 
over other continents, their final destiny 


among the races of men is to be wrought out 
in the continent of Africa.”’

CITES XITITH AMENDMENT. 


New York Plaintiff Hopes to Get Case 
Before Supreme Court. 


New York,- Jan. 17.—[ .}—A Iittle 
woman uptown. barely 21 years old. but four 
years married, with a 15-months-old daugh- 
ter. has just had papers served on her hus- 
band for annulment of their marriage 
om the unusual ground of “involuntary ser- 
vitude.” The woman ie Mrs. W. Edward 
Strong of 546 West One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-sixth street. She belongs to a southern 
family and te descended from an equally 
good old Dutch family—the Van der Hoocks. 

Little Mrs. Strong im her years of matri- 
mony found life unfair, she says. She has 
nothing to say againet her husoand; they are 
good friends. But she made up her mind 
that it is not right or good for any one con- 
cerned for her to remain married and have 
a family of children on an income that will 
only support two. 

No Solution in Regulgr Way. 

She first thought of getting a divorce the 
regular way, but found that in New York 
state her case would not be possible. She 
would not go west and desert her husband, 
for he could then take the child, and while 
she does not wieh to have other children 
so long as ehe is cook, laundress, seamstress. 
and nurse of the family, she is mot willing to 
give up the child she has. 

The involuntary servitude, on the ground 
of which Mttle Mrs. Strong makes her de- 
mand for annulmént of her marriage. is 
covered in the thirteenth amendment to the 
constitution, which says: 

“ Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude 
except as punishment for crime, whereof the 
party shall have been duly convicted, shall 
exist within the United States or any place 
subject to their jurisdiction.”’

Mrs. Strong's attorney, Mrs. Harriette 
Johnston-Wood, will endeavor to obtain 
annulment of her marriage under this article. 
There is no state law covering the point at 
issue, but Mrs. Strong thinks she will be 
able to @et. her remarkable case before the 
United States Supreme court.

ALL UNDER AN OLD NAME. 


Knowles of Other Days Alleged 
to Be Manley, Northwest- . 
-ern Capitalist. 


San Angelo, Tex., Jan. 17.—[{Special.)—

the foreign born population. 

In the matter of school celebrations. the 
committee will have its hands full this week 
arranging programs and arousing the patri- 
otic enthusiasm of the children in a way 
which it is confidenly expected will have 
far reaching results. All school buildings 
with mbly halls are to be used for cele- 
the afternoon of Feb. 12. Flags 
‘will be wa and orators of note will tell 
of the rugged honesty and sterling qualities 
of Lincoln. 

On Thursday, Feb. 11, Lincoln lessons will 
be taught in every schoolroom in the city 
as a preparation for the celebration of Fri- 
@ay. The public will be invited to attend 
and a number of posts of the G. A. R. will 
send delegations. 

Two Hundred Meetings Planned. 

Inasmuch as more than 200 meetings in ar- 
mories, halls, and public, school buildings 
have been planned, it is hoped by the com- 


mittee in charge that subscriptions to meet 
the expense of the big lesson in patriotism 


- will be forthcoming in generous amounts. Ar-

TROUBLE IN FINDING HALL. 


Meeting Will Be Protest Against Decis- 
ion in the Gompers Case. 


In spite of protests that it would appear 
“ frivolous,” the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor yesterday decided to celebrate the Lin- 
coln centennial on St. Valentine’s day. The 
celebration will take the form of a massmeet- 
ing, to be held in some downtown theater, to 
protest against Judge Wright's decision im- 
posing a ja!l sentence on President Gompers, 
Vice President Mitchell, and Secretary Frank 
Morrison of the American Federation of La- 
bor. ‘ 

The federation rejected a recommendation 
of the executive board fixing the meeting 
for the evening of Friday, Feb. 12, in Musi- 
clans’ hall. It wasn’t the date that was 
objected to so much ag the hall. The musi- 
clane were told that their hall is a “ barn,”’ a 
“ refrigerator,’’ a “ hayloft,”’ and that “it 
won't do’ for a meeting worthy of the occa- 
sion. 

The trouble aroge over the fact that other 
organizations had been out ahead of the 
federation’s officers and obtained practically 
all of the available halls in the loop district 
for Feb. 12. This situation gave the execu- 
tive board the alternative of either holding 
a meeting in Musicians’ hal] or postponing 
the celebration to some other date. 

After much wrangling the executive board 
was instructed to engage a large centrally 
located theater for Sunday, Feb. 14. 


Action Is Called Frivolous. 

“If we are so frivolous as to celebrate 
Lincoln's birthday on St. Valentine’s day we 
had better not hold any meeting at all,” 
seid Miss Anne Willard of the waitresses’ 
union. 

“Il am in favor of raising $5,000, if neces- 
sary, to get a hall so that we may voice our 
protest against this outrageous decision of 
Judge Wright,”” said Fred G. Hopp of the 
cigarmakers' union. 

“ Yes, so am I, in order to prevent the meet- 
ing. being held in Musicians’ hall,”’ said C. 


B. Meyer of the metal polishers’ union, 
“The local unions have been instructed to 
attend the protest meeting ina body. They 
can't do it in that hall. It’s too small and 
besides people would freeze to death in it.” 

Secretary Edward N. Nockels announced 
that Clarence S. Darrow and George W. 
Perkins, president of the International Cigar- 
makers’ union, will be the speakers at the 
protest meeting. 

Delegates of the cigarmakers’ union report- 
ed that a resolution had been adopted by the 
local fixing a fine of $5 against any member 
found wearing a hat without the label of the 
hatters’ union. The action was taken in aid 
of the striking members of the United Hat- 
ters of North America, whose strike in the 
east is against the decison of the hat manu- 
facturers to discontinue the use of the union 
label in their product.

EX-PASTOR STARTS CHURCH. 


The movement to found a people’s church 
at Edison Park, following the dismissal of 
the Rev. Horace Westwood from the Metho- 
dist Episcopal pastorate of the suburbd by 
District Superintendent Martin E. Cady 
after he had resigned with the intention of 
entering a school et Meadville, Pa., under 
Unitarian domination, was launched last 
night. At the close of the services attended 
by seventy persons it was announced that 
fore than forty joined the new congrega- 
tion. 

“The People’ church will welcome any 
man or woman who is willing to sign and 
abide by this covenant,’’ said the Rev. Mr. 
Westwood at the\services held in Arcanum 
hell. And then he read the following: “ We, 
the undersigned, gather and codperate to- 
gether in the name of Jesue—for the worship 
of God and the service of men.”” A number 
of those who signed the covenant have been 
members of the Methodist church. 

“ Although I have taken part in the move- 
ment to form the new congregation, I have 
not severed my relations with the Methodist 
church,” said the Rev. Mr. Westwood in an 
interview. “I am going seve 0 for Mead- 
ville about Jan. 25. I have n asked by 
membere of the new congregation to return 
here and be their pastor, but have not decid- 
ed. Until early summer the Rev. J. K. Hart, 
a candidate for a degree of bachelor of phi- 
losophy at the University of Chicago, will be 
the spiritual head of the People’s church. 

‘It ie not the intention to confine the move- 
ment to Edison Park, but to encourage resi- 
dents of other suburbs to join the congrega- 
tion. A meeting will be held at the home of 
Mrs. William A. Miller this afternoon to 
form a ladies’ aid society and officers of 
the congregation will be chosen Tuesday 
night at the home of C. M. Hinman.” 

The theme of the Rev. ‘Mr. Westwood’s 
sermon was “ The Leadership of Jesus,” and 
an attack was made wpon hypocrites. 

“ Some folks, when théy get on their Sun- 
day ¢lothes, think they have religion,” he 
said. ‘*‘ But let me tell you the religion you 
cannot have with you every day in the week 
isn’t religion at all.

Supt. Cooley's action in the art credit 
matter deserves the prompt and decisive 
support of public opimion for two con- 


clusive reasons. 
They are, first, that bis position is the 


only one compatible with the maintenanco 


of efficiency ‘in public instruction, and, 
second, that the controversy is being 
made the occasion for an assault upoo 
the superintendent by an organization 
which not only in this but on many other 
occasions has proved that its object is 
the-advancement of selfish individual in- 


‘terests at whatever cost to the public 


schools. 

Again and again the Teachers’ federa- 
tion has proved that its leadership con- 
siders singly the benefit of the teacher, no 
matter what the conditions, no matter 
what the cost to pupils or public. Its 
war cry is always: “Give us more pay!” 

The situation disclosed in the report 
upon art credits is typical. It was not 
real instruction, real gain in efficiency 
that was sought, but an easy means ot 
obtaining promotion without desert, and, 
hence, increase of salary. What if the 
plan to encourage genuine professional 
advancement and the raising of the level 
of teaching efficiency was evaded? The 
Teachers’ federation seems to spend no 
precious gray matter on such questions. 
It is an organized appetite for more paj, 
and the children may look out for them 
selves, 

Tur Tripune does not believe the eyes 
of the public will be blinded by the dust 
of. this controversy. The cry that dis- 
credit has been cast upon the Art insti- 
tute is nonsense, except as it may serve 
to distract attention from the real posi- 
tion of the federation. It will not suc- 
ceed. It is not the Art institute but the 
federation which is ttying to fight from 
behind the institute's reputation that will 
be discredited.

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SOME ASTONISHING FIGURES. 
The New York public service. commis- 
sion for the First district has just puwb- 
lished its report. Some of the figures are 
surprising. They tell thelr own story. 
For example, it is stated that the ¢le- 
vated, surface, and subway lines in New 
York City “carry annually over 1,300,000,- 
000 passengers, which is over 66 per cent 
more than the total number of passen- 
gers eartied on the sfeam railroads of the 
ie: country. These companies have a 


capitalization of over $533,000,000 and 


derive annually from their paguengers 
over $62,000,000.” 

As to sales of gas and electricity, it 
is shown that the capitalization of gas 
and electric companies is over $386,000,- 
000. The amount of gas sold annually 


which is more than 20. per cent of the 
entire gas production of the rest of the 
United States. The annual income from 
the sale of electricity in the city is over 
$20,000,000. 

Some other features of the Sabie have 
intergst. The commission received and 
investigated 12,000 complaints during the 
year. Against the car line service there 
were 3,000 complaints. Against the gas 
and electric corporations nearly 9,000 com- 
plaints were filed, “‘ but in none of these 
hases did the commission find it necessary 
to issue an order.” The quotation seems 
to imply either that carping critics were 
unnecessarily numerous, or else that the 
companies showed a willingness to co- 
eperate in satisfying patrons. 

Against. the traction receipts of $62,000,- 
000 there were some claims, too. The num- 
ber of accidents reached nearly 50,000 dur- 
ing the year, in 600 instances persons be- 
ing killed. The commission is giving 
much attention to the problem of pro- 
tecting human life by means of fenders, 
guards, brakes, and greater caution on 
the part of employés. “ The second larg- 
est cause of accidents arises-from faults 
of employés” are significant words. 

The difficulty of providing adequate 
service is indicated by the astonishing 
statement that 66,000,000 more fare pas- 
sengers were carried than in 1907. “ As 
an average, this means that there were 
180,000 more passengers eac. day during 
the year than on the day before.” The 
problem of the rush hours ig treated by 
itself, but the figures show that there is 
a greater problem than that of “ strap 
hanging.” , It is: How are the roads to 
keep up with the steady increage of traffic 
when their physica) possibilities are 
severely tested now? 

The figures are for New York. The 
problems are conimon to large Cities, The 
records of the metropolis have sugges- 
tions for all.. Incidentally, it is worthy 
of note that the expenses of the com- 
mission for the year were $1,000,000, 


THE AUTOMOBILE AND HIGHWAY 
CONSTRUCTION. 

That new methods in highway construc- 
tion must be devised is now generally ac- 
cepted. The introduction and perfection 
of the automobile are responsible for thia 
conclusion. The experimental stage for 
these machines is ‘past. They have. be- 
come a fixture in locomotion. Their effect 
on highways can now be determined after 
a sufficient length of time for observation. 
They wear the surface out more quickiy 
than the conveyances heretofore used. 

These two things being established, the 
only sensible thing to do is to recognize 
the situation and seek a roadway that 
will meet the changed requirements. 
Some have advocated such a high tax 
upon motor cars as to limit their number 
to the possessions of the people of wealth. 
Some have proposed the construction of 
specid] motor roads, to be paid for by the 
beneficiaries. Some have suggested rigid 
laws limiting the rate of speed to such a 
degree as to reduce the damage done ty 


the moving machines to the minimum. 
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story. ‘France notes a increase - 
In the depreciation of ae en 


keeping city roads in condition has in- 
creased more than 9 per cent. In this 
country the same thing is shown in every 
report which deals with roadways. The 
wear and tear may be due to the suction 
of the rubber tires. It may result from 
the tractive force of the driving wheels. 
That it is apparent every one knows. 

To meet the conditions experiments are 
being made in many places: Different 
combinations of material are being used. 
Road engineers are busy with the pro>- 
lem. From this thought and experimenta- 
tion a satisfactory solution may be hopod 
for. France and England are studying 
the subject “with great care. The older 
countries, which are more advanced in 
road building, may be looked to for results 
hardly to be expected in the ~ Uaited 
States. The engineer who perfects a su:- 
facing that wil) withstand the strain of 
automobiles and at the same time will 
settle the dust nuisance, which has be- 
come much greater in this motor age, will 
have assured fame. Those are the two 
live problems in highway construction 
just now.

, AMERICAN ADAPTABILITY. 


“The instinct for free self-initiative” is 
the expression used by Hugo Munster- 
berg to describe the power that set in mo- 
tion “the tremendous economic flywheel ” 
of American industry. “ The pressure 
to be up And doing has opened the earth, 
tilled the fields, created industries, and 
developed such technical skill as today 
may even dream of dominating the 
world.” 

That is. the genera! notion foreign born 
observers have had about American ener- 
gy. It is the conception favored by the 
majority of Americans themselves. The 
Yankee spirit has been a powerful factor 
in the development of the United States 
as. a world power. Alertness, activity, 
adaptability were among its winning fea- 
tures. The Yankee was quick to see op- 
portunity. He was ready to modify his 
product if there was a call for the change. 
“If*you dont, see what you want, ask 
for it” was his challehge. 

What has become of the Yankee spirit? 
Has the American become so well satis- 
fied with the results already attained that 
he is content to let others look’after the 
future? The United es consul gen- 
eral at Constantinople was asked by Sec- 
retary Straus of the department of com- 
merce and labor to talk to the New York 
Merchants’ - association on the “ Oppor- 


in the Orient.” 

His address was full: of suggestive in- 
‘terest, Among other things he declared: 
**In many places the reason why we have 
lost our cotton trade is because we have 
fruitiessiy endeavored to force the saie 
of the product we manufacture upon the 
purchasers instead of manufacturing, os 
wur competitors do, exactly the article the 
cohsumérs want. That is éne of the 
greatest-causes of our failure to gt for- 
eign markets. Our manufacturers will 


to suit the trade. A German manufac- 
turer will make any sort of ¢hange in 


get a moderate sizéd order thereby.” 

This: same general idea is brought to 
attention every now and then and from 
various points of view. thas the Yan- 
kee spirit entirely disappeared? 


A QUESTION OF SALARY. 


While the senate judiciary committee 
is considering the increase of federal cir- 
cuit ard district judges’ salaries and those 
of the president, vice president, and speak- 
er, Tue TRIBUNE urges once more the 
cause of the Supreme court justices, 

We do not know that any definite opin- 
ion has crystallized in favor of the preper 
compensation of these high officers. We 
do believe the efforts being made on 
behalf of circuit and district judges 
would with more justice be directed to 
the case of the supreme justices. The 
arguments supporting the increase of the 
inférior judges’ salaries—and they are 
plausible—more strongly support our rec- 
ommendation for a higher ‘standard of 
compensation for the highest tribunal in 
the land. The social demands are definite, 
unavoidable, and not inexpensive, The 
place of residence is fixed and“ Washing- 
ton is not a cheap place to live in, even 
if a justice of the Supreme court could 
economize drastically. 4 

Considerations of justice and propriety, 
however, are overshadowed by the very 
practical consideration. that! the present 
small salary limits the choice of Supreme 
court justices to men who have private 
fortunes or men who for other reasons 
can afford to make the pecuniary sacrifice 
involved. A single man may make this 
sacrifice, but a man of family must hesi- 
tate long before surrendering, even for 
so exalted a prize, the competence his 
abilities employed in private practice 
would assure him and those dependent on 
him. 

It is true that judges have made this 
sacrifice, but it is one that, owing to 
changes in our social standards, is more 
and more difficult to make. It is one 
which the American republic has no right 
to require, which the nation is unwise and 
wasteful to require. 

The jurist whose abilities fit him for a 
tribunal like our Supreme court is worthy 
of his hire. It is pusillanimous to trade 
in the honor of such an office as a make- 
weight in the bargain, a cheap induce- 
mént to forego pecuniary compensation. 

As a matter of fact, the nation™is not 
stingy. It is uninfortffed and hence in- 
considerate. Congress has let this mat- 
ter lie too long. WII! It not now deal 
with it in a justice seeking and business- 
like spirit? The salaries of Supreme 
court justices should be not less than 
$25,000 annually, with perhaps $30,000 


for the chief justice,

oe age 4 as accomplished an equestrian as his 

, the late duke of Clarence, who was as 
bold and enthusiastic a steeplechase rider as 
his first cousin, the present German crown 
prince.

The latter; in fact, has all sorts of daring 
feats to his credit, and is a splendid horse- 
man, like his godfather, the old emperor of 
Austria, who still, in spite of his great age, 
rides with grace and ease difficult horses, tir- 
ing out men much younger than. himeelf by {| 
his astonishing endurance in the saddle. 

Emperor William rides like an English- 
man, and is never so happy as when in the 
hunting field. During the grand. annuk)d 
maneuvers of the German army he used to 
be sixteen and even eighteem hours in the 
saddle at a stretch, day after day, but last 
summer made use of his automobile, in order 
to be able to travel from one point of the 
scene of the operations to the other with a 
greater degree of celerity. 

Victor Emmanuel III. likewise affects the 
automobile, although he is a much better 
horseman than his father. Humbert 
passionately fond of horses, did not hesitate 
to ply his riding whip vigorously on the head 
and shoulders of any of his stablemen whom 
he found neglecting or ill treating his equine 
favorites, but had a bad seat, and sustained 
more tumbles than any other of the anointed 
of the Lord. King Leopold, though I have 
never known him hunt, used formerly to be 


fond of riding and looked well in thé saddle. { 


And the late King Christian of Denmark 
rode superbly, taking his horse over the mflost 
wonderful jumps, even long after his 80th 
birthday.

Sultan Abdul Hamid has never, to my 
knowledge, during all the thirty odd years 
of his reign, made use of the magnificently 
caparisoned Arab, which ts always led in the 
procession every Friday, when he visits t 
mosque in state, and which is held in readi- 
ness in the event of his preferring to return 
on horseback instead of in his carriage. King 
Alfonso is the only crowned head to have 
won laurels at polo. 

But King Peter of Servia, in spite of his 
being a graduate of the great French mili- 
tary college of St. Cyr, rides abominably, 
presenting a pitiable figure on horseback; not 
as bad, though, 
the Bonapartist pretender, whose innumer- 
able equestrian mishaps have been of such 
an ignominious and altogether ridiculous 
character as to handicap sadly his prospects 
of bringing about a restoration of the empire 
in France. 

The French are go alive to the advantages 
and disadvantages of equestrianism in poli- 
tics that they will not allow their president 
to figure on horseback at any of the great 
military reviews and outdoor pageants. On 
the one hand, they fear that [f he presents a 
graceful and gallant figure on horseback he 
will captivate popular.favor and arouse the 
enthusiasm of the masses to an extent cal- 
culated to endanger the safety of the repub- 
lic. It was the striking figure which the ill 
fated Gen. Boulanger presented on horse- 
back that contributed more than anything 
else to his extraordinary vogue, blinding the 
populace to his weaknesses and endowing 
him for a time with a. power that almost 
wrecked the republic.

People are always afraid in France lest 
some one man or another should become too 
great'a popular favorite and avail himself 
thereof to seize the powers of a dictator. 
On the other hand, if.the president rides 
badly and presents an ungraceful figure on 


horseback he impairs the prestige and the 


dignity of the republic by the ridicule which 
he excites. 

For these reasons It is insisted that the 
presidents of the French republic should al- 
waye appear at great reviews and military 
pageants in a carriage instead of on horse- 
back, no exception having been made in favor 
of Marshal MacMahon and of President 
Faure. The latter rode extremély well, and 
looked much to his advantage on horseback; 
yet at the review held in honor of the em- 
peror and empress of*Russia at Chalons the 
czar alone rode on horseback, Faure being 
compelled to follow inthe carriage with the 
czarina.

As there are at least half a dozen women, 
most of them of ancient lineage and of un- 
exceptionable position in society, who bear 
the title of Lady Lawson, it is only faiAto 
them to explain just who the Lady Lawson 
is who has again been charged and fined in 
the London police courts for drunk and dis- 
orderly conduct. She is the wife of Sir 
Charles Allen Lawson, an Anglo-Indian 
jotrnalist who received his knighthood in 
1887, at the time of the queen's golden jubilee, 
for his services as editor and proprietor of 
various Madras papers, and as secretary and 
director of the Madras chamberof commerce.

He bequeathed 
Tse] hall and his Cumberland estates to his 
wife’s nephew, Thomas. Wybergh, who 
thereupon assumed the surname and armsof 
Lawson, hie example in this respect being 
followed by his younger brother, Wilfred 
Wybergh, when he jn turn succeeded to the 
property. He was created a baronet by Will- 
iam IV. as Sir Wilfred Lawson, and the late 
Sir Wilfred, so famous as the champion of 
temperance, was his son, while the present 
and third baronet of the new creation is his 
grandson. 

Besides him there is a Sir Arthur Lawson, 

a railroad magnate and ironmaster of York- 
abire, who was created a baronet eight years 
ago. Then there is a Sir John Lawson, who 
received a baronetcy three years ago for hig 
services as deputy speaker-of the house of 
commons. He has estates in Yorkshire and 
in Lancashire, Finally. there is another Sir 
John Lawson, a Yorkshire land owner, 
whose baronetcy was bestowed upon his fa- 
ther by Queen Victoria at the beginning of 


her reign.

SCORES HIS POLITICAL LIFE. 


Richmond, Va., News-Leader Says Sena- 


and Vilification. 


The News-Leader of Richmond, Va.. in an 
editorial published on Jan. 11. had the fol- 
lowing to say of the Roosevelt-Tillman 
trouble: 

“ Mr. Tillman began his public career by 
slandering and abusing éverybody. He pro- 
claimed from every stump and in many 
newspapers that the legislature of his state 
had been ‘bamboozled or debauched’ by 
the corporations and the aristocracy. 

‘*He was elected governor in 1892. TWe 
legislature elected with him fatled to obey 
his orders exactly and he announced to the 
public that it was a legislature composed in 
both branches chiefly of political driftwood. 
Now he denounces Mr. Roosevelt for insult- 
ing a legislative body and most vigorously 
and solemnly shrieks his protests against the 
encroachment of the exetutive upon the pre- 

rogatives and constitutional rights of the 
legislature. 

**In the course of years of service in the 
United States senate Mr. Tillman has come 
to be regarded as a kind of rugged Roman 
type, a coaree, rude, and violent man, but of 
the most rigid virtue and integrity and the 
most stubborn gnd dauntless courage, 

“The truth ig that while he was governor 
of South Carolina Mr. Tillman never scru- 

ed to accept favors from corporations for 
his own personal economies and profit. In 
the year 1896 a big section of a rakeoff of 
about $60,000 from the commissions on a 
bond issue for the refunding of the state debt 
was traced to Mr. Tillman's nearesf political 
friends and personal associates, and a miss- 
ine hunk of it, some $12,000, was traced so 
close to him that it scorched his skin. 

‘“*In the matter of rebates he has con- 
fessed publicly to accepting them from dis- 
tilleries from which he purchased supplies 
for the state barroom. 

‘* Ppesident Roosevelt doubtless knows all 
the facts. He knows that in South Carolina 
men of the Wade Hampton type practically 
were thrown out of any places they may 
have held, high or low; that there was a 
ceaseless effort to fill every position with 
Tillman coattail swingers, dependents, and 


tools.’’ 


MANY DIE FROM PNEUMONIA. 


Mortality from the Disease in Chicago 
- , Last Week the Greatest Since 
May of 1907. 


Mortality in Chicago seems to be alternat- 
ing by weeks. Last week the local death 
Het, 726, although lower than for the cor- 
responding week last year, was 145 in excess 
of the previous week. 

Pneumonia mortality, 150, was the highest 
reached since May 11, 1907.. Cases of con- 
tagious disease reported to the department 
were: Diphtheria, 179; scarlet fever, 206; 
measles, 82; chickenpox. 121; pneumonia, 57; 
typhoid fever, 33; whooping cough, 18; tu- 
berculosis, 72; diseases of minor importance, 
49. 

Ninteen new cases of diphtheria were 
gent to the hospital for contagious diseases, 
twelve were discharged cured, one died. 
Thirty-seven cases were still under treat- 
ment at the close of the week.

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Let. it be known, of all, that “ The 
Pickpockets ” is a bigger play than {t eounds. 
It deals with men, who kill other men to gain 
their ends, not with dirty Hitle thieves who 
steal vulgarly or fine, big thieves who pil- 
lage poltely. ‘‘The Murderers”’ might be 
a more forbidding, but it certainly would be 
@ more truthful, title. Perhaps it might be 
euphemistically called “The Brothera of 
Cain,’ or something like that. 

Whatever its title may be changed to, one 


view of this new drama is sufficient to meke 


strong the impression that ‘‘ The Pickpock- 
ete ’’ is altogether too superficial to be satis- 
fying. Mr. McClellan has come pretty near 
writing a big, serious drama in this pay. 
It is vital and human, and while its logic is 
‘pretty severely twisted, the end seems to 
justify the means. Certainly it does if we 
are sincere in wanting to encourage the writ- 
ing of serious, vital plays. With such it 
really ig as much a question of what they 
contain in the way of argument, of sustain- 
ing thought, of purposeful philosophy be- 
neath their surface dramatics and their me- 
chanical] heroics as it is a matter of how ad- 
mirably or how skillfuily they are written. 
In other words, it is better to have a worthy 
serious play built upon.a case of mistaken 
identity that one finds it not easy to credit 
than it i¢ to have e dezen superficial dramas 
perfectly conetructed. 


> 
This drama may be said to stand to fhe 
country just now either as a warning of what 
may happen some day or as @ recollection of 
something that might have happened during 
one of our periodic labor and capital up- 
heavals. Just now, when at least a comfort- 


jing soft of peace seems to prevail, it misses 


the appeal of timeliness. It deals with a 
workingman’s strike and the interference of 
the government troops, and it drives the 
memory back to Homestead, Pa., in 1892, and 
to the railroad yards of Chicago in 1894. 

But deeper than this it deals with that mes- 
sage of brotherhood and justice and that 
for a great common gense that is just no 
edging its way into the public conscience

new thought. And while it settles its own

‘ Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


Satisfactory conditions prevailed in all 
wholesale trade lines last week, and pre- 
viously noted improvements were fully main- 
tained. Steady progress was reported in all 
the leading industries, absorption of raw ma- 
terials and finished products reached a grati- 
fying aggregate, and manufacturing lines 
were characterized by additions to ma- 
chinery and labor employed.

STATUS OF MONEY MARKET

Demand Sterling Reaches Highest Point 
Touched in More than Year—Erie Pe- 
tition Still Absorbing Feature. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—(Special ]—Among 
developments of interest to financial markets 
last week those involving money markets 
were easily first in importance. Abroad the 
Bank of England announced an advance in 
its discount rate from the 2% per cent figure 
established in May lastto3percent. Official 
word came from Paris that the Russian loan 
would amount to $278,000,000, and be offered 
for subscription Jan. 22. 

Here in the foreign exchange market de- 
mand sterling rose to. the highest point 
touched in overa year. Secretary Cortelyou 
notified national banks of his intention to 
withdraw $25,000,000 of government deposits 
by Feb. 10, and trust cOMmpanies are actively 
engaged in accumulating the balance of re- 
serve money which they must have on hand 
by Feb. 1, the amount needed at the week’s 
end being estimated at $18,000,000. 

So far as the stock exchange is concerned 
these various matters exercised practically 
no influence. The attention of the exchange 
centered almost exclusively upon the en- 
deavor of the Erie railroad to secure from 
the aipstate public service commission au- 
thorization to issue $30,000,000 collateral 
trust bonds, the financial transactién form- 
ing the first step in the plan for rehabilita- 
tion of the property. 

In the business world the week brought no 
changes worthy of mention, tariff uncertain- 
ties still dominating to a large extent many 
lines of trade, particularly steel and iron. 
Mercantile business continues to improve 
slowly, and rallways‘are still reporting ex- 
cellent advances in their earnings compared 
with recent months.
